TRUE PROGRESS. 

One whose opinions we yery much 
respect, says to Us, “Go in for all the 
modes of progress, —practical education 
or applied science, manufactures, com- 
merce, everything which gives employ- 
ment to the people.’’ 

And, upon that, he adds, “ What _ 
politics? The wind that has blown, the 
smoke that has drifted away, leaving the 
dust of the one, and the acidity of the 
other. We have been very selfish in the 
South. We have thought only of the 
upper members of the social architecture. 
We have never regarded the solid and 
sturdy basement that supports all, and 
that stood by ue when so many whom 
the people had trusted and honored 
waxed faint.” 

Few persons, we imagine, will now be 
inclined to dispute the proposition that 
no class of the community have on the 
whole been of so little practical benefit 
to it, as the professional politicians, It 
must be eonceded that, in the South, for 
for the last twenty-five or thirty years, 
they have wrought little else than mis- 
ehief: because, during the whole of that 
time, there has been a constant struggle 
between parties, which has itself been 
at the bottom only a contest between 
two setts of politicians for office. All 
the citizens of a republic, where place 
and office are open to all, naturally in- 
cline to engage, to some extent, in 
political controversy ; and the rivalries 
of party in a little while distract the 
attention of the people from ail questions 
and considerations except those which 
are agitated by factions and affect parti- 
zan ipterests. 

Men ought, it would seem, very easily 
to agree, on most points, as to what is 
for the real and permanent benefit and 
honour of the country. But one faction 
never consents or &Bgrees to anything 
proposed by the hostile faction; and 
there are, therefore, continual dispute and 
argumentation and recrimination, ip 
respect to principles, measures and men, 
which put every thing that really con- 
cerns the well-being of the people at 
large to one side, and cause it for the 
most part to lost sight of. 

It was certainly the most extraordi- 
. nary thing that ever occurred in the 
affairs of States, that the Nation began 
its existence with a dispute as to the 
very nature of the Government ‘and 
Constitution, and as to the real parties 
to that instrument ; upon the solution of 
which the construction of the instrument 
in many important particnlars depended. 
It never before happened, and will prob- 
ably never happen again, that thirteen 
independent States, each having had 
their independence separately acknowl- 
edged, and each possessing complete in- 
dividuality, sovereignty and nationalMy, 
became connected together under a 
common government, without knowing 
whether there was or was not a Union of 
the States, by a compact to which they 
alone, as States, were parties ; or whether 
the people of all had coalesced into one, 
and enacted the Constitution as a su- 
preme law imposed by that one people 
on the States and the people of each 
State alike. It was not known whether 
the metto of the new Government, “ / 
pluribus unum,’’ one composed of many, 
meant one Federation composed of mapy 
States, or one Nation composed of many 
individuals. Upon this questiog all the 
people necessarily took sides, and parties 
formed, and their disputes agitated the 
country. Out of this question grew that 
of construction strict or latitudinarian, 
the tical effect of which we will in- 
quire into hereafter. 

Neither were parlies content with the 
questions that unavoidably presented 
themselves—that could not be evaded, 
however dangerous they might be, and 
that arrayed State against State, and 
one half of the Nation against’the other 
half, and indeed divided more than one 
of the States, each into two hostile 
camps. As tbese died out, or were set- 
tled, or the interest of the people in them 
flagged, new ones were invented, gen- 
erally by the dominant faction, to serve 
as new bonds of party organization, and 
engross the attention of the people,— 
these being frequently fraught with dan- 
ger to the Commonwealth, distracting 
and dividing it the more, and making 
politics the chief business of all men. 
Such disputes, as we have since seen, 
even invaded the sanctuary, and the 
ravings of political polemics echoed in 
Christian churches, till the pulpit has be- 
come almost Antichrist. 

These questions, the inevitable and 
the unnecessary, were not discussed upon 
general principles, and with reference to 
the interests of the people ; but upon the 
letter of the Constitution; the direct con- 
sequence being the constant use of every 
vice in argument and error in reasoning. 
Those of us who were men thirty-five 
years ago, remember the old and long- 
continued dispute as to the powers of the 
General Government, and the reserved 
rights of the States. This was to make 
our public men lawyers rather than 
Statesmen ; for the questions of construc- 
tion are the samein the case of a cen- 
stitution, as in that of a charter or a 
deed. 

Thus the great questions which agi- 
tated the country did not turn upon the 
loftiest considerations, as they do in 
countries where there is no written 
compact or constitution to be construed 
and interpreted by the keen rather than 
great intellects of lawyers, often not 
even familiar with the great, catholic, 
equitable rules and principles of the 
civil law, but with the narrower and 
more pedantic maxims of the common 
law and its modes of interpretation. 
Often they resorted to what has been 
feli¢itously called a ‘stunted verbal 
interpretation’’ that was invariably 
false. Forexample, argu-

The States Rights party even denied 
the power of the General Government to 
distribute among themselves the surplus, 
remaining unexpended in the: Treasury, 
of the proceeds of sale of lands which 
they claimed belonged to the States and 
were held by the United States as truste: 
for them. In other words, they held 
that it was unconstitutional for them to 
receive what was their own. That, to 
use an expression somewhat below the 
dignity of the subject, was Strict Com 
struction on the rampage. 

It was sturdily denied that the General 
Government could give of these lands 
to help build a rai'road to the Pacific: 
but self-interest overcame Strict Con- 
struction, and throttled it: and lands 
have been given for possible and impcssi- 
ble railroads, in every township where 
there are public lands, not so much, in 
many cases, to build the roads, as to en- 
able honest gentlemen in Congress to 
turn an honest penny by purchasing the 
lands along the line of proposed roads, 
after they had completed the bargain for 
the grant, and when it was not yet 
known except to the bargainers, whether 
the bill would pass.
